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PREFACE 


The following report on the health of the Borough has been compiled along 
the lines previously laid down by the Secretary of State. 

As a consequence of the impending reorganisation of the Local Government 
and National Health Services this will be the last Annual Report of the Medical 
Officer of Health for Keighley. Unfortunately in view of the necessity of 
producing this report at such an early date it was not possible to include the 
section on vital statistics. 

During the years these reports have provided a fund of information regarding 
the environmental and the local authority personal health services. Looking back 
over the 16 years which I have been Medical Officer of Health it is gratifying to 
be able to observe the great improvements which have taken place. 

Very soon Keighley will be a completely smokeless area and already there is 
some indication that this has produced a diminution in the amount of respiratory 
infections in that deaths from Bronchitis in 1957 was 53 as compared with 44 in 
1972. Also the extent of the cleaning of the tuildings in the town demonstrates 
the diminution in atmospheric pollution. 

Similarly, the slum clearance programme is almost complete. The excellent 
town centre development has improved the appearance of the town and has made 
conditions much more pleasant for the people to do their shopping and the increased 
standards of hygiene in the new food shops, market and supermarkets are there for 
all to see. 

It is some 14 years since the attachment of local authority nursing staff to 
specific family doctors was introduced and this has been one of the most important 
changes in the care of patients in their own homes. We have a staff of enthusiasti 
health visitors, nurses and midwives who have a first class relationship with the 
doctors with whom they are working. The establishment of home nursing sisters has 
been increased and we are able to provide twice daily visits to the dying and also 
an evening visiting service to the very seriously ill. This has been a boon both 
to the patients and their relatives. The incontinent laundry service has continued 
to flourish and has increased in demand. 

As this will be my concluding report I would like to express my sincere 


appreciation to all those who have contributed in any way whatsoever in providing

GENERAL PROVISION OF 


HEALTH SERVICES 


WITHIN THE BOROUGH. 
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SERVICES PROVIDED BY THE CORPORATION 
OF KEIGHLEY 


National Assistance Acts, 1948 and 1951 


Section 47 of the National assistance Act, 1948, makes provision 
for securing the necessary care and attention of persons who:- 


(a) are suffering from grave chronic disease, or, being aged, infirm 
or physically incapacitated, are living in insanitary conditions; 
and 


(b) are umable to devote to themselves, and are not receiving from 
other persons, proper care and attention. 


The Local Authority may on receipt of a certificate from the Medical 
Officer of Health, authorise an application to be made to a Court of 
Summary Jurisdiction for an Order to remove the person to a suitable 
hospital or other place and his detention and maintenance therein for a 
period not exceeding three months. 


Under the provisions of the National Assistance (Amendment) act, 1951, 
the Local Authority can, where urgent removal is considered necessary, 
authorise the Medical Officer of Health to take immediate action seeking an 
Order from a Court of Summary Jurisdiction to detain the person in suitable 
premises for 2 period not exceeding three weeks. 


4 number of cases continue to be brought to the attention of the 
Department each year; every endeavour is, however, made to remedy or 
alleviate the circumstances before applying for a Court Order. It is 
therefore pleasing to report that it was not found necessary to take any 
action under this legislation during the year. 


National Assistance Act, 1948 


Section 50 of the above Act places on the Local Authority a duty to 
cause to be buried or cremated the body of any person who has died or been 
found dead in the area, in any case where it appears that no suitable 
arrangements for the disposal of the body have been or are being made. 


It was found necessary to arrange for the burial of three persons 
during the year. 


Mortuary 


The arrangement whereby bodies are accommodated in Airedale General 
Hospital Mortuary, where refrigeration facilities are available, has again 
continued throughout the year. This arrangement, which is a permanent 
one subject to termination by six months' notice on either side; has 
continued to prove most satisfactory. 
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Warden Schemes for the Aged 


Warden schemes were instituted by the West Riding County Council in 1956 
and since under the authority of Section 56 of the Local Government Act, 1958. 


At the end of 1973 there were 19 schemes in operation in the Borough 
serving a total of 879 units. 12 of these schemes have both a Warden and 
Assistant Warden and intercommunication systems are installed covering all 
the units in 10 of these schemes and part of the units in 2 schemes. 2 further 
schemes have inter-communication systems installed and these are served by a 
Warden only. The remaining 5 schemes are served by a peripatetic warden. 


In December application was made for concessionary television licences for 
all persons in warden supervised accommodation who requested same and fulfilled 
the necessary quqlifying conditions. 


Proposals were submitted for a further expansion of the warden schemes 
covering the area from West Lane to Braithwaite and full inter-communication 
coverage for the single-bedroomed accommodation in Kennedy House, Ebor Court, 
Quebec House and Northbeck House but authority to proceed was not received.

Tuberculosis 


30 new cases of tuberculosis were notified during the year, 25 pulmonary 
and 5 non-pulmonary. This total compares with 13 pulmonary cases and 3 non- 
pulmonary cases in the previous year. No deaths were recorded during the year 
from tuberculosis of the respiratory system or from late effects of respiratory 
tuberculosis. 


Mass Radiography 
The Mass Radiography Unit of the Leeds Regional Hospital Board visited 


Keighley during the year and a comprehensive survey was undertaken. The 
results of the survey are not yet available.

HOUSING 
Slum Clearance 


The table in the appendix shows details of the Clearance Areas dealt 
with since 1964 and further details of areas represented and confirmed. 


5 individual houses were dealt with by demolition orders or by 
closing orders. 


33 unfit properties subject to orders under the Housing Act were made 
fit and during the year the orders were subsequently rescinded. 


169 new dwellings were completed during the year by private enterprise. 
The Local Authority completed no new dwellings during the year. 


Corporation Re-housing 


Re-housing on medical grounds continues as required; the Medical Officer 
of Health making a firm recommendation as appropriate to each individual case. 
It is estimated that approximately 150 housing applications have been received 
and 95 have been recommended during the year. At the time of application 13 of 
the applicants were accommodated in single-bedroomed Corporation property, 

63 in two or three bedroomed Corporation property and 74 in private property. 

63 recommendations were made for single-bedroomed accommodation and 32 for two 
or three bedroomed property. Reports are received from the Health Visitor or 
Public Health Inspector, depending on the circumstances of the case and if 
necessary, these are visited by the Medical Officer of Health. After due 
consideration and consultation recommendation is made to the Housing Department. 
This is simply a straightforward medical recommendation, although at times 
preference is shown for a certain part of the town or warden supervised 
accommodation. at the end of the year 101 recommendations for single-bedroomed 
accommodation and 52 recommendations for two or three bedroomed accommodation 
were outstanding. 


Houses in Multiple Occupation 


The limited number of this type of house in the Borough remains constant 
and up to the present time no statutory action has been necessary to bring the 
premises up to the required standard. Those known to the department are generally 
satisfactory and where action has been necessary an informal approach has been 
sufficient regarding provision of basic amenities and prevention of overcrowding. 
Constant vigilance is required to maintain minimum standards. 


Caravan Sites 
There are now 10 sites for caravans within the Borough. They are 
controlled by licences which are subject to conditions concerning sanitary 


accommodation, water supply, and other amenities. The sites are licensed for 
a total of 47 caravans. 
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Sanitary Conveniences and Refuse Accommodation 


The compulsory conversion of waste water closets is now virtually 
completed and only isolated cases remain to be dealt with. 


There is a hard core of some 200 pail closets at premises where no 
statutory compulsion can be applied, due to the absence of satisfactory 
water supplies and public sewers. These are mainly in rural areas of the 
Borough, but Improvement Grant schemes are slowly reducing this problem by 
the installation of septic tank drainage. It is also hoped that eventual 
sewer extension schemes will reduce the problem still further. 


OFFENSIVE TRADES aND SCRAP METAL DEALERS 


There are only 4 established trades of these types in the Borough 
comprising 1 Tanner and Leather Dresser, 1 Tripe Boiler, 1 Bone Boiler 
and Fat Refiner and 1 Gut Scraper. 


During the year no new registrations were effected under the Scrap 
Metal Dealers Act, 1964, the total number registered at the end of the year 
being 25. 


RODENT CONTROL 


The post of Rodent Operative within the department is combined with that of 
Driver/ Handyman and treatment is restricted where necessary to domestic premises 
only. There are now adequate commercial facilities available for the treatment 
of business premises and in certain cases these facilities are also used for the 
treatment of local authority properties and sewers, under annual contract. 


During the year 470 investigations were carried out, being 455 in private 
premises and 15 in local authority premises. 


CLEAN AIR ACT 


There are now 8 Smoke Control Areas operative in the Borough comprising 
over 17,000 houses. 


There is now no shortage of solid smokeless fuels and there is no excuse 
for occupiers burning coal or fuel merchants delivering coal in Smoke Control 
areas. 


The only remaining area to be dealt with in the Borough is the Worth 
Valley Area No. 9. This comprises most of Oakworth, Haworth, Stanbury and 
Oxenhope areas and consists of approximatcly 3,500 houses. Proposals were 
submitted to the Health and Welfare committee for this area and approval 
obtained with a suggested operative date of October, 1974. These proposals were 
submitted to the Department of the Environment but confirmation of the order has 
not yet been received. The delay in the making of the order probably means the 
advancement of the operative date. 


In accordance with national policy, industrial premises have been exempted 
from Smoke Control Orders following the improvement of combustion plant. Constant 
improvements are being made to industrial plant and in several cases approval has 
been given to chimney heights and new combustion plant. 
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Food Hygiene and Inspection 


In general a good standard of hygiene in food shops within the Borough 
has been maintained and a good liaison with the occupiers of food premises 
has done much to maintain this standard. 


Discussions with and advice to retail trade personnel continues to play 
a vital role between the department and food trade generally and co-operation 
between architects, occupiers and public health Inspectors continues in a 
mutual desire to achieve the highest standards. 


Unhygienic practices in the preparation, handling, storage, transport 
and delivery of food can easily affect its cleanliness and purity and where 
necessary during the inspection of food premises and vehicles attention had 
to be directed to the requirements of the food hygiene regulations. Oly sab 
felt that routine inspection of food premises and food vehicles will continue 
to be a very necessary function in order that a high standard can be maintained. 


Various and numerous food complaints were received during the year, all 
were thoroughly investigated and the appropriate action taken. In one instance 
legal proceedings were recommended and the court hearing is pending. 


More foodstuffs are now being date coded and we feel this has helped 
reduce some of the confusion which appears to have been associated with stock 
control methods due to the inability of retailers and staff to fully understand 
some of the codings previously used. 


Food and Drugs 


Details of the classes of food which were sampled by the Inspectors 
will be found in the Appendix. 


Milk Supply 


Routine sampling of milk supplies has been carried out during the year 
for quqlity, cleanliness and the presence of infection. 


Attention has been given to the eradication of Brucella infection from 
milk. Bulk samples have been taken from suppliers, and where necessary 
individual samples from each cow in a herd. Action in appropriate cases is 
taken under the provisions of the Milk and Dairies Regulations, requiring the 
milk to be heat treated before sale. 


During the year 101 samples were culture tested for Brucella Abortus, of 
which 5 proved positive. Statutory bacteriological testing on milk samples 
yielded 29 satisfactory and 5 unsatisfactory. 


Slaughterhouse Standards 
411 slaughtering is carried out at the Abattoir and one licensed private 
Slaughterhouse. Both comply with the construction standards prescribed by the 


Slaughterhouse (Hygiene) Regulations and the Slaughterhouse (Prevention of 
Cruelty) Regulations. 
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The Abattoir 


The Public Abattoir is currently leased by the Council to a private 
Consortium of local butchers. 


There is close co-operation with the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries 
and Food officials in reporting the occurrence of post mortem diseased 
conditions of carcases to enable the tracing back to the farm source for 
investigation by the Animal Health Division. 


The carcase and organs of all animals slaughtered in the Borough are 
inspected by an Authorised Meat Inspector and Public Health Inspectors. All 
carcases passed fit for human consumption are stamped in accordance with the 
Meat Inspection Regulations. Unfit meat condemned is dealt with in accordance 
with the Meat (Sterilisation) Regulations, 1969. 


i. summary of the animals slaughtered and inspected in the Borough, together 
with details of the meat condemned, is given in the Appendix. 


The number of animals slaughtered shows a considerable increase on the 
previous year's figures. 


During the year sewer swabs were again laid in the drains from the beast, 
pig and sheep lairages. Over the course of the year Salmonella Dublin, 
Amsterdam and Poona were each isolated on two occasions. MThe majority of the 
swabs however yielded negative results. 


Approximately one third of the samples monitoring the private slaughterhouse 
lairage showed salmonella organisms present. 


Grading and Certification 


The Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food deadweight grading and 
certification scheme is in operation at the abattoir, and careful co-operation 
with the Ministry officers is important. 


OFFICES, SHOPS AND RAILWAY PREMISES ACT, 1963. 


During the year General Inspections of premises, and also routine visits, 
were again carried out. It was found that as in previous years there were 
numerous minor contraventions of the ict, but it is considered that this is 
inevitable, and most of the infringements found are easily and inexpensively 
remedied. If the occupiers gave stricter attention to the provision of thermo- 
meters, first-aid boxes and abstracts, requirements which are continually neglected, 
a large number of minor infringements could very easily be avoided. 


In addition to the statistics given in the Appendix which give only bare 
details of inspections carried out by the Department, many other inspections are 
made under various Acts and Regulations, and during these inspections informal 
advice and notice is given in many cases of the requirements of the Offices, Shops 
and Railway Premises Act and Regulations. 


Accidents reported were again of a mincr nature and investigations were 
carried out and advice given where necessary. 


Details of registrations and inspections under the Act, together with an 
analysis of persons employed in registered premises, will be found in the Appendix.

The Engineer Manager of the Craven Water Board has kindly supplied the 
following information.

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Comments on the progress made in the Town Planning Scheme 


(i) All the proposals which were contained in the Comprehensive 
Development jirea have now been completed. All the Town Centre Shops have 
now been occupied and appear to be thriving. 


(ii) Low Street has now been pedestrianised to the extent of the approved 
scheme and is proving beneficial to the shoppers. 


(iii) Negotiations are at present taking place with a private developer 
to extend the shopping precincts as far as Church Green and including the southern 
Side of Low Street. 


(iv) Two more conservation areas have been approved at Utley and Stanbury 
at the instigation of the Council and local inhabitants. 


(v) The Haworth By-pass is now being constructed and it is likely to be 
completed in the coming year. 


Refuse Collection 


A weekly collection of domestic refuse has been maintained throughout the 
Borough during the year. Special collections are arranged in which anything 
that is required to be disposed of is taken away from the homes. In most 
cases these special collections are made free of charge. Nevertheless, in 
Spite of this service, indiscriminate tipping of refuse does take place in various 
parts of the Borough. 


A number of sites have been established under the Civic Amenities Act to 
which householders may take rubbish which they wish to dispose of and deposit 
them in large containers. 4 similar facility exists at the Corporation tip at 
Sugden End, Cross Roads, but there is a great tendency for people to throw their 
litter over the working surface that has been recently soiled over so causing a 
not inconsiderable nuisance.

SERVICES 
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Care of Mothers and Young Children 
(Section 22, National Health Service Act, 1946) 


Family Planning. A direct Family Planning Clinic was held for medical cases 
only on Wednesday afternoon of each week during the year. Special arrangements 
continued to be made where appropriate for mothers to attend the clinic who, 
because of family commitments, children at home for example, might otherwise have 
found it difficult to do so. 


Dental Treatment for Expectant and Nursing Mothers. ‘The Dental Section at the 
School Clinic continued to treat mothers and young children who were referred to 
them. 


Scheme for the Notification of Congenital Defects Observed at Birth. This scheme 
provides for the notification of all congenital defects observed at birth. For this 
purpose the birth notification card has been over printed in order to record the 
relevant details. A total of 22 notifications were received during the year. 


Care of Premature Babies. The domiciliary midwives have been specially trained 
in the care of the premature baby. However, in view of the small number of home 
confinements this cannot be regarded as a problem today. 


Phenylketonuria Testing. The Guthrie test for screening babies for 
phenylketonuria was undertaken during the year. Hospital maternity units are 
responsible for screening infants in hospital on or after the sixth day and the 
local health authority staff, babies born at home or discharged from hospital before 
the sixth day after birth. All tests on babies resident in Keighley were negative. 


Congenital Dislocation of the Hip. During the year two cases were found with 
Positive ortolani tests and eventually were confirmed by the appropriate consultant 
at Airedale General Hospital as congenital dislocation of the hip. This diagnosis 
Was made at the age of 2 days old. 


Infant Welfare Centres. The number of children brought to the Centres during 
the year was 2,019, who between them made 9,518 attendances. Both these numbers 
show only a slight variation on the previous year's figures. Of the children who 
attended, 598 were born in 1973, 567 in 1972 and 854 in the years 1968 to 1971. 
Again these numbers imply that the mothers are finding the Centres of value especially 
during the first year of their child's life. 


Developmental Assessment. The scheme of Developmental Assessment adopted by the 
West Riding County Council was undertaken during the year by health visitors and 
departmental medical officers. It is worthy of note that during the year only 23 
cases of doubtful performance were referred by the health visitors to a departmental 
medical officer. 


Screening Tests for Hearing. Some children are born with a hearing loss which 
might not be recognised for a long time as the loss may only be of certain sounds; 
nevertheless, it is important that this should be recognised early in life so that 
the child can be given special help or treatment. For this reason all children 
are given an appointment to attend a special hearing testing session when they are 
approximately six months of age in order that simple tests can be carried out to 
Show whether the child's hearing is normal. Only about 50 per cent of the children 
sent for were brought by their parents for the test. This necessitated follow-up 
work by the health visitor and testing in the home. It will be appreciated that 
this is not nearly so satisfactory as testing the child's hearing under the more 
ideal conditions in a clinic. 
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Domiciliary Midwifery 
(Section 23, National Health Service Act, 1946) 
The number of domiciliary confinements amounted only to 6 so that for the 
main part of their work the domiciliary nidwives were carrying out ante-natal and 
post-natal care and had therefore very little practical experience of confinements. 
With the near approach to the re-organisation of the N.H.S. it is obviously a little 
late to decide on any major change in the midwifery service but cfforts must be 
made very soon to ensure that the midwives at present in post obtain sufficient 
experience of deliveries so that in 1974 they will be able to take their proper 
Place in the re-organised service. 


Health Visiting 
(Section 24, National Health Service Act, 1946) 


There is little new to report regarding the work of the health visitor as 
a considerable amount of space was used in recapitulating the history of attachment 
to general practitioners in the last report. They have, however, continued carrying 
out the developmental assessment tests and during the year 23 children were referred 
to the departmental medical officers for further investigations. The nursing 
officer (health visiting) attends the Airedale General Hospital Paediatric Out- 
Patient Department once a week and in this way keeps herself and the other health 
Visitors in close association with the pacdiatric cases in the area. It also 
serves to keep her in touch with modern advances in treatment. 


Home Nursing 
(Section 25, National Health Service Act, 1946) 


The pattern of the home nursing service provided did not change during the 
year from that of previous years. The excellent relationship between the hone 
mursing sisters and the family practitioners continued and we feel that the work 
is being covered very fully, although naturally there is always room for more time 
to be spent on the care of the sick in their homes. This applies especially to the 
evening and early morning and week-ends, although often during these times relatives 
are available to help the patients. The nurses continued to give appropriate 
injections to mentally disturbed patients as prescribed by the consultant 
psychiatrists to the femily practitioner. 


The night nursing service provides an extremely valuable service, not only for 
patients suffering from malignancy but also others who are near to death and who 
have been a heavy strain on their relatives. This is a section of the service 
which should be extended in the future. During the year 53 cases (1,4043 hours) of 
whom 16 (4104 hours) were malignant, were covered by the day and night nursing 
service. 


Vaccination and Immunisation 
(Section 26, National Health Service Act, 1946) 


It is the practice of the staff of the department to encourage all mothers 
to have their children protected during infancy against diphtheria, whooping cough, 
tetanus, poliomyelitis and measles and in later years also against rubella. 
Protection against these diseases is available free of charge cither by arrangement 
with the family practitioner or at any of the child welfare clinics. The computer 
scheme which was introduced in 1967 has continued to work very well and the 
acceptance rate since then has always been higher than before. 
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Prevention of Illness, Care and After Care 
(Section 28, National Health Service Act, 1946) 


Tuberculosis. Dr. W. D. Hamilton, Chest Physician. 


The number of primary notifications of new cases of tuberculosis received 
during the year shows a marked increase in the figures for the immediate 
preceeding years:-

Of the new cases 25 were respiratory and 5 non-respiratory. 


B.C.G. vaccinations numbered 151, of these 122 were children under 5 years 
of age including 96 who were vaccinated at birth. One child of Asian parents 
who was vaccinated was later found to be a doubtful case of active tuberculosis 
and was treated in Hospital. 


All mantoux positive school children have again been seen at the Chest Clinic 
and X-rayel. Those found to be strongly positive have been kept under observation 
for a time. 


The Mass Radiography Unit carried out a comprehensive survey in the area 
during the year. 


There is no Care Committee in the Borough. Problems, social and otherwise, 
are usually dealt with at the Clinic or with the help of the health visitors. 
Other patients are referred to the Social Services Department or Department of 
Enploynent and Productivity. 


Tuberculosis, Extra Nourishment. Extra nourishment, in the form of liquid 
milk, is provided free of charge to active cases of tuberculosis on the 
recommendation of the Chest Physician, up to 2 pints daily for a maxinum period 
of 2 monsas and then subject to review. 


Health Education 


1. Mothercraft & Relaxation. Three classes were held weekly in local health 
authority premises at which lectures incorporating the use of films and other 
visual aias were given by the midwives and health visitors. 


2. Infant Yelfare Clinics. Each month a different topical and seasonal subject 
was chosen und posters and leaflets were displayed. Every effort was made to 
encourage bicast feeding although only a small proportion of mothers managed to 
maintain this for a reasonable period. Topics included methods of artificial 
feeding together with explanations of the numerous hazards which nay affect small 
babies. The great danger of hypothermia was constantly emphasised. 


Specicl Jeaflets were supplied for the Asian immigrant mothers. 


3. fchcols. Several schools requested the help of a health visitor to cover 
the hesitt esperts included in the syllabus of certain courses. On these occasions 
the vse of fiins, film slides and tapes added interest and leaflets were distributed. 


Supplies oi posters and leaflets on topical and seasonal subjects were issued 
regularly anc help was given to children participating in school projects. 

4. Sucking end Health. Posters and leaflets have been circulated to the schools 
and displayed in public places. 


The health visitors have included this subject in their talks to school 
children and parents of all 8 year old children have been circularised advising 
them to do all in their power to dissuade their children from starting the habit. 
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5. General. Materials on the display board at the public health department 
were changed regularly. Subjects of public interest were chosen and similar 
materials exhibited on display boards in various parts of the town. 


Lectures were given by the health visitors to various social groups on 
request. 


6. Home Safety. The annual home safety competition was again organised by the 
Home Safety Committee for children from 5 years of age to school leavers; the 
theme selected was "Drugs and Poisons". Unfortunately, however, the response this 
year was very poor in that only two schools competed. 


The Home Safety Committee were unable to hold their annual exhibition in 
Cliffe Castle because rooms were not available; but they did have a stand at the 
Keighley Show in September. A home safety quiz was organised for the children 
and posters were displayed in prominent places. 


Loan Equipment. A variety of loan equipment is held in store and items are 
available on request from the family practitioner in charge of the case, health 
visitor, or home nursing sister. The loan equipment is issued free of charge, but 
applicants are required to sign an undertaking to return the articles in good 
condition and to pay for any article which is lost cr damaged whilst in their care. 
The service continues to be greatly appreciated. 


Laundry Service for Incontinent and Handicapped Patients. The laundry and 
incontinent pad service is provided by the local health authority for patients 
being nursed in their ow homes. The main groups requiring this service are 
(1) incontinent adult paraplegics and terminal cases of illness, and (2) physically 
handicapped incontinent children. This service continued to render great aid to 
the relatives of sick people who remain at home towards the end of their lives; by 
means of the loan of long sheets, draw sheets and night clothes, which are laundered 
for the department at Airedale General Hospital, plus the use of incontinent pads. 
As a result more people are able to stay in the familiar surroundings of their own 
homes to die. Since the introduction of the Dependent's Allowance we have 
experienced an increasing demand on the laundry service as more patients have been 
nursed at home. In the case of both children and adults, the paraplegics and 
patients with disseminated sclerosis have a constant supply of interliners and 
incontinent pads to use with adjustable plastic pants. As the majority of these 
cases are young they are inclined to be more mobile and make full use of this 
service which enables them to continue with their social life. All these services 
are used under the direction of the home nursing sisters. 


While, at the present time, it would seem that national policy is directed 
towards the district general hospital as the main springboard of medical treatment, 
it is thought that with extra assistance which can be given to the patient in the 
home, together with an increase in the amount of home mrsing service available, 
the tendency should be towards giving more emphasis to the care of the dying 
elderly at home. There is, of course, one difficulty in respect of those who live 
alone and have no relations. Here it is thought a strong case can be made for the 
provision of a community hospital where patients can receive good medical and 
nursing care so that they may pass their brief remaining days in physical and mental 
comfort. There is little doubt that more attention should be given to the tensions 
Which surround patients and relatives of the dying and we should take more note of 
the pressures which are provoking or prolonging their symptomatology. 


There is also still a need for a community physiotherapist to assist with 
rehabilitation at home. 


Non-Accidental Injury to Children. During the year three suspected cases of 
non-accidental injury to children were discovered. In all these cases enquiries 
and a complete medical and X-ray examination by the Consultant Paediatrician were 
carried out, after which all persons concerned with the cases met to consider 
future action. The decision in all cases was that the children would be supervised 
jointly by the appropriate health visitor and social worker. 
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Chiropody Treatment. The Authority's scheme, which was first introduced in 
this area in 1961, provides for free treatment to be given to men over 65 years 
of age, women over 60 years of age, the physically handicapped and expectant 
mothers, the physically handicapped being regarded as those persons who are 
suffering from a disability directly associated with the need for chiropody 
treatment or which prevents a person attending to his/her own feet. 


Domiciliary treatment is only approved where a patient is housebound and unable 
to attend a Centre or Clinic. The need or otherwise to provide domiciliary 
treatment on medical grounds has received close attention, as this method of 
treatment is more costly than treatment at a centre or chiropodist's premises. 


An examination of the number of patients provided with treatment in the last 
five years shows that 2 total number of 2,573 patients were provided with treatment 
in 1969, 2,505 in 1970, 2,487 in 1971, 2,520 in 1972 and 2,674 in 1973. Of the 
2,674 patients treated during the year 1973 2,672 were in the aged category, which 
represents some 27.8 per cent of the estimated population of men over 65 years of 
age and women over 60. 


Cervical Cytology. A cervical cytology clinic is held at The Clinic, 143 
Skipton Road, Keighley, for the purpose of collecting cervical smears for cytological 
diagnostic investigation. During the year 25 sessions were held which 689 
individual patients attended; 698 smears were taken and 6 patients had positive 
smears. 


A joint publicity campaign on screening for early carcinoma of the cervix 
Was Carried out during two weeks in July by the Local Health Authority Medical 
and Nursing staff in association with the Women's National Cancer Control Campaign 
Committee. 


In the appendix will be found details of the cases examined with breakdown 
into social classes, marital state etc. The important points which emerged were:- 


(1) ‘The small number of women from the more susceptible groups who attended for 
examination implied that we had failed to break through into social class 
four which we know produces the largest number of cases of cervical carcinoma. 


(2) A high proportion of women who attended had already had a previous test. 


(3) Only one case of carcinoma of the cervix was discovered and that was an 
advanced lesion. 


(4) Many examples of inflamation of the cervix were discovered and while these 
were not serious, it was of benefit for these women to have the opportunity 
of early and effective treatment. 


Co-ordination and Co-operation 


The medical officer of health, who is a member of the Hospital Management 
Committee, the Medical Executive Committee (Cogwheel) and Secretary of the Maternity 
Services Liaison Committee, maintains close co-operation with the consultants in 
the Hospital Service and with family practitioners.

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Midwifery Service 


The scheme of liaison which, in general, is based upon the recommendations 
contained in Ministry of Health Cireular 6/65, has now been in operation for 
some considerable time. During the period under review it was not found necessary 
to effect any major alterations to the scheme although a revised 'Notification of 
Discharge' was introduced. 


Once again experience has shown that the system which was devised for the 
transfer of information has continued to operate satisfactorily. 


Health Visiting Service 


The unusually high degree of liaison which has been established between 
Dr. D. M. Morgan, Consultant Paediatrician, Airedale General Hospital and the 
department contimmed. As previously indicated, a special feature of this is that 
copies of all correspondence addressed to family practitioners regarding 
individual patients are forwarded to the department for infomation and any 
necessary follow-up. 


The arrangements which were made some considerable time ago for the admission 
and subsequent discharge of both pre-school and school children to and from 
hospital to be notified to the department continued during the year with a view 
to securing that these children would be followed up as necessary. 


Prior consideration is given to those patients who, on discharge from hospital, 
need to avail themselves of one or more of the local health authority services. 
Such cases are generally referred to the department by means of a separate 
communication. 


Home Nursing Service 


The emphasis has again continued on securing the earliest possible discharge 
of the patient from hospital to the care of the home nursing sister. This can and 
is now being achieved in an ever increasing number of cases. In this connection 
arrangements were made for an initial supply of dressings and/or injection material 
etc. to be prescribed whilst the patient was still in hospital and issued at the 
time of discharge so as to obviate any unnecessary delay in the continuity of 
treatment. 


General 


During the latter part of 1972 a working party wes set up by the Airedale 
General Hospital Medical Executive Committee under the chairmanship of the Medical 
Officer of Health, with the following terms of reference:- 


"To improve the provision of community support for a patient discharged from 
hospital." 


The working party's recommendations which have since been implemented, in 
the main consisted of the completion of a ‘Record of Services Arranged on Discharge' 
in triplicate, the top copy being forwarded to the family practitioner, the 
duplicate copy being handed to the patient in an envelope on his/her discharge 
which would then be available for perusal by any members of the staff engaged on 
community services and the third copy being retained at the hospital as a 
permanent record.
